In THE SWORD OF THE LorpD for 
October 30, the editor had a re- 
view of the book by Dr. Edward 
John Carnell, professor and former 
president of Fuller Seminary on 
The Case for Orthodox Theology.

-§.-Says the Greatest Perils of 
Orthodoxy Are Fundamentalism, 
Dispensationalism, and Separatism 


That article was an-extended re- 
view and it was factual. The arti- 
cle was filled with quotations, 
some of them extended quotations 
from Dr. Carnell’s book. Exactly 
thirty times in that article I gave 
the exact page number of Dr. Car- 
nell’s book from which the state- 
ment was quoted. If Dr. Carnell 
was quoting Orr, or Warfield, or 
Smith, or Whately, I indicated it, 
and I plainly. said whether Dr. 
Carnell favored or disfavored what 
he was quoting. If I may humbly 
say so, I was a college English 
teacher, I have been an editor for 
more than twenty-five years, and 
having written some seventy-five 
books and pamphlets, which have 
been translated in more _ than 
twenty-five languages and reached 
some twenty million copies in 
circulation, I think I say that 
I am careful and generally accur- 
ate in the use of language. , 

Not only so, but about a half 
dozen ‘fundamentalist scholars 
have reviewed Dr. Carnell’s book, 
and expressed the same dismay 
that this editor expressed over the 
hurtful and unorthodox position of 
Dr. Carnell.

Fuller Seminary, a lover of the 
truth, read the review of Dr. Car- 
nell‘s book, The Case for Orthodox 
Theology, in THE SWORD OF THE 
LorpD for October 30 and wrote Dr. 
Fuller. Then he sent me Dr. Ful- 
ler’s answer. And I have the letter 
before me on the Olf Fashioned 
Revival Hour stationery and with 
Dr. Fuller’s signature. 

Since my letter to Dr. Fuller 
quotes his letter in full and my 
answer, I publish here my letter 
of December 7.

In Walton church, in our coun- 
ty, there is a brank, or scold’s 
bridle, which was used in years 
gone by to keep women’s tongues 
from troubling their husbands and 
their neighbors. They did queer 
things in those good old times. 
Was this bridle a proof of what 
our parson calls the wisdom of our 
ancestors, or was it a bit of need- 
less cruelty? 


‘It is nothing—only a woman 
drowning,” is a wicked and spite- 
ful old saying, which, like the 
bridle, came out of the common 
notion that women do a world of 
mischief with their tongues. Is it 
so or not? John Ploughman will 
leave somebody else to answer, 
for he owns that he cannot keep 
a secret himself, and likes a dish 
of chat as well as anybody; only 
John does not care for cracking 
people’s characters, and hates the 
slander which is so sweet to some 
people’s teeth. 


John puts the question to wiser 
men than himself: Are women 
much worse than men in this 
business? They say that silence 
is a, fine jewel for a woman, but 
it is very little worn. Is it so? 
Is it true that a woman only con- 
ceals what she does not know? 
Are women’s tongues like lambs’ 
tails, always wagging? 

They say foxes are all tail, and 
women all tongue. Is this false 
or not? Was that old prayer a 
needful one—“From big guns- and 


women’s tongues deliver us”? John 
has a right good and quiet wife 
of his own, whose voice is so sweet 
that he cannot hear it too often, 
and therefore he is not a fair 
judge; but he is half afraid that 
some other women would sooner 
preach than pray, and would not 
require strong tea to set their 
clappers going; but still what is 
sauce for the goose is sauce for 
the gander, and some men are 
quite as bad blabs as the women.

Long ago in the country of 
Babylon, you remember, Daniel 
and his friends were captives. You 
remember from the story of Daniel 
and the den of lions how Daniel 
and his three friends, Shadrach, 
Meshach and Abed-nego, had de- 
termined that they would not eat 
the meat and drink the wine of the 
king’s table, but would eat simple 
food and kegp their bodies fit to 
serve God! And the man in charge | 
of the young captives was amazed_| 
that their faces were more attrac- 
tive and their bodies healthier 
than the other young men who 
had all the rich foods offered in 
the king’s house. Now all four of 
the young men had important jobs 
in the Babylonian empire. 


Our story for today concerns, 
not Daniel, but his three friends. 

One day King Nebuchadnezzar 
ordered made a great gold image 
or idol. The Bible tells us it was 
sixty cubits high, which would 
make it as tall as a building with 
six stories to it. Have you ever 
been in the sixth or seventh story 
of a building when you went shop- 
ping with Mother, or had to visit 
the dentist or doctor’s office? 
Then you will have some idea of 
how high this huge gold idol was! 
And Nebuchadnezzar had the idol 
or image set up in the middle of 
a great plain in Babylon. Then a 
proclamation was sent out to all 
the officers of the kingdom: 
princes, governors, treasurers, 
judges, sheriffs and all important 
officials of the whole kingdom 
were to come together to that 
plain. Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abed-nego were included in the 
number because they were in 
charge of affairs of state for 
Babylon. 


And to all this group the king 
said, “‘When you hear the sound 
of the band, the cornet, flute, 
harp and other instruments, ev- 
eryone must fall down on _ his 
knees and worship the golden im- 
age. And if anyone doesn’t wor- 
ship the image, he will be thrown 
into a fiery furnace to die!”

not bow down thyself to them nor 
serve them.’

Since these three loved the Lord 
and trusted Him to take care of 
them, perhaps the decision was 
easy. At-any rate, when the band 
—the flute, cornet, harp and other 
instruments—played, it seemed 
that all the people bowed down, 
and the king was pleased with 
himself and the people’s obedience 
to his orders. But some jealous 
Chaldeans had apparently been 
peeping, and they rushed to the 
king with this story: “O king, you 
made a law that everyone should 
bow down when the band played, 
and there are certain Jews who 
are in charge of the affairs of the 
province of Babylon who didn’t 
obey your order. They didn’t bow 
down to the image you have 
made.” 


Of course Nebuchadnezzar was 
furious and in his rage he called 
the men to him. He asked, “Is it 
true that you didn’t bow down as 
I ordered to the image of gold?” 
They could have lied, but that 
might have gotten them into 
greater trouble. So they admitted 
they had not bowed. Nebuchadnez- 
zar decided to give them one more 
chance, after warning them again 
of the penalty for disobeying: 
“You will be cast that very same 
hour into the fiery furnace, and 
what God can deliver you from 
me?” 

The three Hebrews, brave and 
trusting God, said, “O king, we 


don’t even need to consider this 
problem. Our God whom we serve 
can deliver us from the furnace 
of fire. He will, but if not, we 
still will not disobey Him in wor- 
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he the strongest men

them into the furnace. And 
soldiers did as they were told, but 
the heat from the furnace was so 
terrible that those who went near 
to throw them in died in front 
of it. And the three, Shadrach, Me- 
shach and Abend-nego, fell down, 
tied hands and feet, into the mid- 
die of the burning furnace. 


Nebuchadnezzar, watching from 
a distance, was shocked and called 
to his counselors, “Didn’t we cast 
three men, tied, into the furnace?”’ 
Others answered, “You are right.” 
And the king then said, “I see 
four men walking in the fire loose 
and unhurt, and the fourth one 
looks like the Son of God.” Then 
he rushed nearer to the furnace 
and called out, “You servants of 
the Most High God, come out of 
the fire and come here!” 


And Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abed-nego came walking out of the 
fire. The whole crowd, king, gov- 
ernors, captains and cquynselors, 
saw the men who had been thrown 
into that super-heated furnace 
completely untouched by the 
flames they had walked in. The 
Bible tells us that their clothes 
were not burned, their hair not 
even singed, and not even the 
smell of fire was on them or their 
clothing! Only the ropes tying 
them had been burned off. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
said, “Praise the Lord, the God of 
these Hebrew children, who has 
sent His messenger to protect His 
servants who trusted Him and 
obeyed His orders. They yielded 
their bodies to Him, not being will- 
Ing to worship any other god at 
all. 

“Now I am making a law, a de- 
cree, that through the whole coun- 
try of Babylon whoever says any- 
thing at all against this God shall 
be killed and their house made a 
garbage dump: There is no God 
at all who can deliver those who 
call on Him like this One.” 

And to the brave men who dared 
to stand when the king said “bow”

Are We Hypocrites? 

It is not often that one reads 
real words of wisdom in a “letters- 
to-the-editor” type column in the 
public press. However, a charge 
of hypocrisy in a letter written 
by an R. E. Newell, Sr., and pub- 
lished in The Pittsburg Press re- 
states so clearly the principle long 
advocated in this column that I 
decided to reproduce it here. The 
letter said: 

“The rigging of television quiz 
shows, which has aroused such a 
stir, is just another phase of hum- 
bug, winked at in the entertain- 
ment field ever since P. T. Bar- 
num declared ‘there is a sucker 
born every minute.’ We strain at 
a gnat While we swallow a camel. 


“What we should put a stop to 
is the really harmful programs 
whose unwholesome influence 
builds up a powerful incitement to 
crime and violence; namely the 
programs in which murder is the 
theme for entertainment. Murder 
by gun, by knife, by club, by 
strangulation, by poison; anyway 
as long as it is sensational, cal- 
lous, violent, gruesome and shock- 
ing to the last degree. 


“What hypocrites we are. We 
hold up our hands in horror at 
the idea of bull fights, where noth- 
ing is killed but an ornery bull. 
We forbid cock fights, where a 
couple of game roosters do only 
what comes naturally. Yet in the 
name of entertainment we allow 
to be projected into our homes, 
hour after-hour, 365 days in the 
year, scenes depicting in realistic 
detail the deliberate murder of 
human beings for money, revenge, 
jealousy, passion, fear, or just for 
an idiotic thrill. 


“The Atlanta Constitution is not 
exaggerating when it states in one 
of its editorials that what is hap- 
pening in television today ‘really 
amounts to an indictment of mod- 
ern society, and of our deteriorat- 
ing sense of values and morality.’ ”’ 

Lest someone misunderstand, let 
me emphasize that I do not favor 
bull fights, cock fights or sym- 
pathize in any way with the dis- 
honesty involved in rigged quiz 
programs. I am simply 100 per 
cent against the murder mayhem 
in movies and television, Poison 
has no place in heart or mind 
of young or old, regardless of 
whether they go downtown to get 
it or have it served to them in the 
parlor!

Tobacto Trends Among 
Doctors 


Representatives of fhe New 
England Deaconess. Hospital Can- 
cer Research Institute and the 
Harvard School of Public Health 
recently polled 4,576 physicians in 
Massachusetts to obtain addition- 
al information about tobacco as a 
follow-up study of a survey made 
five years ago. The results were 
most significant. 

The New England Journal of 
Medicine, which reported the find- 
ings, revealed that nearly all of the 
doctors—over 93 per cent of them 
—declared strong convictions that 
“teen-agers should be warned they 
risk lung cancer from cigaret 
smoking.” Only 4 per cent opposed 
such a program of preventative 
education and among them were 
those who simply felt the advice 
would be wasted on teen-agers 
who would not heed it and others 
who felt it would be futile in the 
light of the highly intensive, ex- 
pensive advertising propaganda 
put out by the tobacco industry. 

The follow-up study also re- 
vealed that the good doctors are 
cutting down on their own quota 


of “cancer sticks.’ The latest sur- 
vey showed that nearly half of 
the physicians—45 per cent of 
them—do not smoke at all! This 
compares with the 34 per cent 
who were abstainers in 1954. Oth- 
er figures showed that the doctors 
smoking-only cigars or pipes num- 
bered 17 per cent... . Cigaref 
smokers in the group " dropped | 
from the 52 per cent total of 1954 
to 39 per cent in 1959. . The 
proportion smoking a package or 
more per day dropped 40 per cent 
in the 5 years .... At least half! 
of the doctors smoking in the lat- 
est report use less than a pack 
a day and some as few as one or 
two cigarets a month. 


Americans in general are smok- 
ing more and more every day. The 
men who know the truth—scien- 
tifically trained medical men— 
are smoking less and less. Be both 
smart and safe; be a total ab-| 
stainer! Keep your body, which is 
the temple of God for the child of 
God, pure!

Talking comes 
by nature, but it needs a good 
deal of training. to learn to be 
quiet; yet regard for truth should 
but a bit into every honest man’s 
mouth, and a bridle upon every 
good woman’s tongue. 

If we must talk, at least let 
us be free from slander, but let 
us not blister our tongues With 
backbiting. Slander may be sport 
to talebearers, but it is death to 
those whom they abuse. We can 
commit murder with the tongue 


-as well as with the hand. The 


worst evil you can do a man is 
to injure his character; as the 


Quaker said to his dog, “I'll not 
beat thee, nor abuse thee, but I'll 
give thee an ill name.” All are 
not thieves that dogs bark at, but 
they are generally treated as if 
they were; for the world for the 
most part believe that where there 
is smoke there is fire, and what 
everybody says must be true. Let 
us then be careful that we do not 
hurt our neighbor in so tender 
a point as his character, for it is 
hard to get dirt off if it is once 
thrown on; and when a man is 
once in people’s bad books, he is 
hardly ever quite out of them. If 
we would be sure not to speak 
amiss, it might be as well to speak 
as little as possible; for if all 
men’s sins were divided into two 
bundles, half of them would be 
sins of the tongue. “If any man of- 
fend not in word, the same is a 
perfect man, and able also to 
bridle the whole body.”

don’t be the Devil’s bellows any 
longer to blow up the fire of strife.

review, he said. In response you 
wrote the following, dated Novem- 
ber 24, 1959: 

“*Thank you for your recent 
letter telling of your disappoint- 
ment in the report that has 
come to you concerning our Dr. 
Carnell’s recent book. 

“If one judged by the state- 
ments in the clipping you en- 
closed, one naturally would have 
cause to be disturbed. It is un- 
fortunate that some of these 
brethren have set themselves to 
find fault, even going so far as 
to lift statements out of their 
context to prove their point. 
Actually they have credited to 
Dr. Carnell statements which 
he is quoting from liberals. In 
fact, Dr. Carnell is refuting the 
teaching of these liberals rath- 
er than defending them, as the 
title of his book implies. 

“*Be assured Dr. Carnell is 
true to the fundamentals of the 
Word and is one of its strong- 
est defenders.

“Dr. Fuller, if you agree with 
Dr. Carnell’s book, then you are 
right to defend that book. But you 
do not have a right to misrepre- 
sent the facts or to slander those 
who differ with Dr. Carnell in his 
attack on fundamentalists. You 
say, ‘It is unfortunate that some 
of these brethren have set them- 
selves to find fault; even going so 
far as to lift statements out of 
their context to prove their point.’ 

“That statement is slanderous, 
untrue, and unchristian. I feel that 
we must hold you and Fuller Sem- 
inary and the Old Fashioned Re- 
vival Hour broadcast to account 
for those statements unless they 
are retracted. Slander, misrepre- 
sentation, eccusing brethren be- 
cause they defend the faith is a 
sorry business for any Christian. 

“Now I think possibly you have 
not read Dr. Carnell’s book, and 
that, taking somebody else’s word 
for it, you feel the book is good. 
In that case, you are duty bound

I did not ‘credit to Dr. Car- 
nell statements which he is quot- 
ing from liberals,’ except as Dr. 
Carnell makes those statements 
his own. 

“The offense in this matter is 
by Dr. Carnell. The attack is by 
Dr. Carnell, I must defend funda- 
mentalists and the fundamentals 
of the faith, and I hope that for 
the future of Fuller Seminary and 
for the future of the Old Fash- 
ioned Revival Hour and your own 
reputation for honesty and Chris- 
tian dealing, you will take proper 
measures to see that these slan- 
derous letters are corrected and 
that no more are\sent out which 
misrepresent the fa and slander 
Christian brethren.

appreciate a reply stating your 
position_in this matter.” 

Brother Thornton has written 
me saying, “Feel free to use my 
name in anything I say any way 
and at any time,” so I mention 
his letter because he is a greatly 
respected pastor, a good man, 
graduate of Moody Bible Institute, 
moderate and brotherly. 

That letter to Dr. Fuller was 
turned over to Dr. Harold Lind- 
sell, dean of Fuller Seminary, to 
answer, and he answered Novem- 
ber 24. 

In this letter Dr. Lindsell did 
not give a single quotation from 
the book of Dr. Carnell, did not 
answer statements with facts, but 
like a lawyer defending a guilty 
criminal when the facts are un- 
answerable, he tries to break 
down confidence in the witnesses 
that tell the facts. So Dr. Lind- 
sell abuses and attacks this editor. 
He says, “If what Dr. Rice said 
were true, we would all be sad- 
dened and chagrined.” 

“Unfortunately, Dr. Rice either 
does not know how to-read Eng- 
lish, or he hasn’t understood the 
book, or he has deliberately mis- 
represented what Dr. Carnell 
said.” _ 


Later he says, “I think it is 
about time someone set the record 
straight for Dr. Rice, but I doubt 
that he is susceptible to facts.” 

How much easier it is to say 
that this editor “does not know 
how to read English,” or that I 
have “deliberately misrepresented 


what Dr. Carnell said,” or to say. 


that I am not “susceptible to 
facts” than to answer the state- 
ments themselves quoted directly 
from Dr. Carnell’s book! Suppose 


iI cannot read English, as he sug- 


gests. Suppose I am a liar and do 
not wish to know the facts as he 
suggests, still he surely can read 
English and he is susceptible to 
the facts, I suppose, so why does 
he not give us the facts? Why 
not quote from Dr. Carnell’s book 
and show how THE SworpD review 
was misleading and inaccurate, if 
it was? 

We have a letter from Dr. Lind- 
sell in similar vein, dated Novem- 
ber 30, asking that his letter be 
printed in THE SworD OF THE LORD. 
We will get to the letter later. 
But he says, “Your article is most 
inaccurate and it reflects a gross 
inability on your part to under- 
stand what was written or to be 
fair to the author.” He says this 
editor’s head is wrong, “a gross in- 
ability to understand,” and that 
the heart is wrong, “a gross in- 
ability . .. to be fair to the au- 
thor.” And then he accuses me of 
“irresponsible journalism of the 


“most vicious sort.” Then he says, 


“Moreover, you have either ig- 
norantly or deliberately, but false- 
ly accused Dr. Carnell... .” He 
wishes me to print his letter, he 
says, “So that people you have 
misinformed may be aware of 
some of the erfdrs which you have 
propagated through your paper 
which you allege to be written 
to glorify God and to further the 
truth.” 


You will note that Dr. Fuller, 
the founder, and then Dr. Lindsell, 
the dean, both not only endorse 
Dr. Carnell’s book in toto, and his 
sneering at fundamentalists, but 
they both vigorously attack and 
slander this editor now and any- 
one else who defends the faith 
against Dr. Carnell’s attack. 


Dr. Ladd, professor of Fuller 
Seminary, since the matter came 
up, in an open forum at Wheaton 
College openly endorsed the book. 
Dr. John Whitcomb, professor of 
Grace Brethren Seminary at Wi- 
non Lake, took the sound, funda- 
mental view attacked by Dr. Car- 
nell, but Dr. Ladd identified him- 
self with Carnell’s position. 


Thus we can only conclude that 
Fuller Seminary officially is rep- 
resented by Dr. Edward John Car- 
nell in this matter. Their doctrinal 
position in general is the same as 
his. His attack on fundamentalism 
is their attack. 

It is sadly true that when people 
go wrong in doctrine, they come to 
hate those who defend the faith 
and instead of factual, scholarly 
discussion of the great issues of 
fundamental doctrine, they resort 
to slander and abuse! 


Christian Proposal: 
Let a Jury of Christian 
Scholars Decide 

Dean Lindsell casts doubt on 
the integrity and Christian charac- 
ter of this editor saying... “Your 
paper which you allege to be writ- 


tten to glorify God and to further 


the truth.” I suggest if Dr. Lind- 
sell and Dr, Fuller and Dr. Car- 
nell really wish to further the 
truth, that they take up the facts 
in the book instead of epithets and 
name calling and let us see what 
the book, The Case for Orthodox 
Theology, really teaches. — 

And I suggest that we put this 
matter up to a jury of widely 
known, reputable Christian schol- 
ars, who are friendly to Fuller 
Seminary, and let them decide. 


Here is a suggested list. Let any 
five of the following be a jury to’ 
examine Dr. Carnell’s book and 
examine THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
review of that book, and pass 
judgment whether the review is 
factual and whether the book is 
harmful and whether it is really 
an attack on fundamentalism. Of 
these noble, scholarly Christian 
leaders, I recommend any five to 
decide : 

Dr. John Walvoord; president of 
Dallas Theological Seminary 

Dr. Philip Howard, editor of the 
Sunday School Times 

Dr. Allan MacRae, president of 
Faith Theological Seminary 

Dr. Charles Feinberg of BIOLA 
and Talbot Theological Seminary, 
Los Angeles 

Dr. Laird Harris, professor in 
Covenant College, St. Louis and 
Wheaton College. 

Dr. Maxwell Coder, 
Moody Bible Institute 

Dr. Charles Woodbridge, former- 
ly on the faculty of Fuller Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

You will note that none of these 
men have any connection with 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD, none of 
them, as far as I know, have 
publicly criticized Fuller Theo- 
logical Seminary or Dr. Carnell. 
All are men of scholarship, Chris- 
tian integrity, and I trust of gen- 
eral doctrinal soundness. 

There are many other noble, 
scholarly men whose Christian in- 
tegrity and scholarship would fit 
them to pass judgment on what 
Carnell’s book actually says and 
whether or not my review is fact- 
ual and fai. Dr. Oliver Buswell, 
former president of Wheaton Col- 
lege and a great scholar; Dr. Jack 
Murray, president of Shelton Col- 
lege; Dr. Ernest Pickering, former 
executive secretary of the Inde- 
pendent Fundamental Churches of 
America, now professor in Central 
Conservative Baptist Seminary, 
Minneapolis; Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., 
president of Bob Jones University; 
Dr. Robert Ketcham; or many oth- 


dean of 


ers, but I did not suggest these. 


because they are so well known 
as ardent defenders of the faith 
and might be expected to be 
against the new evangelicalism 
and the compromises indicated in 
Dr. Carnell’s book. 

So we suggest that out of the 
first list five be selected as the 
jury and that we furnish these 
men copies of Dr. Carnell’s book 
(though each probably already has 
a copy) on The Case for Orthodox 
Theology, along with the review 
in THE SWorRD OF THE LorD, and 
that each then give his opinion on 
the seven points, first, on the title 
of the article itself, whether that 
is a factual and true representa- 
tion of the book, and then on the 
six subheads stating the six par- 
ticular major matters with which 
we differ with Dr. Carnell’s book. 

Or, a substitute plan; if Fuller 
Seminary would like to, they may 
select two.Christian scholars not 
connected with the Seminary, and 
let THE SworD OF THE Lorp select 
two Christian scholars not 'connect- 
ed in anywise with THe Sworp or 
THE Lorp, and let these four select 
a fifth man, and then let that 
jury of five men decide on the 
merits of the book and of my 
review. 

For that committee THE Sworp 
OF THE LORD would be glad to buy 
books for review purpose if they 
like. If they wish to meet in some 
central place for a day of discus- 
sion or two days, THE SWORD OF 
THE LorpD will pay their expenses, 
with the following provisions: 
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Please mention THE SWORD 
OF THE LORD when answer- 
ing advertisements. 
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1. This group of scholars are to 
vote on each of the points men- 
tioned, that is, on the charge and 
the title of my review, and on the 
statements of the six subheads as 
to whether the review is a factual 
and essentially correct review of 
the book. 


2. If the five men agree that on 
any single point of the seven THE 
SworD OF THE LorD has misrepre- 
sented Dr. Carnell’s position, or 
that it takes statements out of 
context to deceive, as Dr. Fuller 
charges, then, if on any single 
point of the seven they agree that 
I was not essentially correct, we 
make public apology on the front 
page of THE SworpD OF THE Lorp. 

3. That on any five of the points 
of the seven points of my review, 
that is, on the charge in the title 
on the six subheads, if the 
review is essentially accurate and 
honest and factual, then Dr. Car- 
nell is to resign from the faculty 
of Fuller Seminary and Fuller 
Seminary is to apologize publicly 
for the book and its outrageous at- 
tack on fundamentalism and fun- 
damental Christians. 

Now I believe all honest people 
who want to know the truth will 
believe that is a fair proposition. 
And if Dr. Fuller, Dean Lindsell, 
Dr. Ladd, and Dr. Edward John 
Carnell really want the truth out 
and want the public to know the 
real substance and meaning of Dr. 
Carnell’s book, they will be glad 
to accept the proposition. And if 
they do not accept it or some simi- 
lar proposition, all of us, I feel, 
will be justified in supposing that 
they have intentionally attacked 
fundamentalism and fundamental 
believers, and that Fuller Semi- 
nary is intentionally following the 
lines laid down by Dr. Carnell, 
away from historic fundamental- 
ism on the road to compromise 
with modernism. 

A copy of this article will be 
sent ahead of time to Dr. Charles 
E. Fuller, to Dean Harold Lind- 
sell, to Dr. Edward John Carnell 
of Fuller Seminary so that they 
can be fully prepared to present 
the matter to an unbiased scholar- 
ly Christian committee if they 
really want the truth to be known 
by the public. 

I am sorry that I have had no 
answer to my letter of December 
7 to Dr. Fuller as yet, written 
nine days ago, but I hope I shall 
have. . 

Meantime, if reputable, proven 
Christian leaders anywhere have 
suggestions of a befter way to get 
the facts out in the open about 
what Dr. Carnell’s book ‘really 
teaches, I would like to have word 
from them. We know that any un- 
biased and scholarly examination 
of the book by men who are them- 
selves fundamentally grounded in 
the Word of God and the historic 
Christian faith will show that the 
book is’ in all essentials exactly 
as represented in our review in 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD on Oc- 
tober 30. Now may God help bring 
the truth to light. 

Concerning the slanderous per- 
sonal attack by Dr. Fuller and 
Dr. Lindsell, I do not feel any need 
to answer. I will be glad to leave 
my character and Christian in- 
tegrity for God Himself to vindi- 
cate and for Christian people who 
have known me these thirty-eight 
years of my ministry to decide. 
The facts can be found out by any- 
body who wants the facts.

Black used to be black and white 
white; but now it has become a 
dirty gray till a person can hardly 
tell what is black and what is 
white. 

Now brethren, how are we going 
to take these things? 

I don’t know about you, but 
I get discouraged sometimes. 
Sometimes I think nobody is left 
but me. I feel that John Rice 
might not be all the way sold 
out yet, but surely he must be 
on the way, and there is nobody 
left. but me! (Editor: Bro. Hyles 
is one of the editor’s most loyal 
friends—don’t shoot him please!) 

I say to my wife, Wow did you 
like my sermon?” With her tongue 
in cheek she says, “Good.” I know 
what she means. And the dog 
won't wag his tail at me; the 
cat won’t even come and let me 
feed him milk. It seems as though 
the whole world is down on me. 
I can walk under the door without 
bending over. I can sit in the 
gutter and dangle my feet. It 
seems nothing is going right. I 
get discouraged, and so do you. 
Many times you, like me, shed 
tears of loneliness and sorrow. 

Sometimes I wish some preacher 
with convictions would come to 
my town whom I could agree with. 
I wish he would come to be pastor 
in my town so my own- folks 
wouldn’t think I was the only one 
in the world who was against 
something. It seems everything 
that goes on I have to get against. 
I get out of one scrap right into 
another. I don’t mean to fight. 
Really I like people and want to 
get along with them; yet it seems 
there is one scrap after another. 


So I get discouraged. You laugh 
now, but you are laughing bécause 
you were crying yesterday! When 
two people get together who have 
tuberculosis, and they cough, your 
cough doesn’t sound so loud if 
somebody else is coughing along 
‘with you! We get discouraged and 
down in the dumps and wonder 
if it is worth it all. 


“You think the battle is raging 
now—it has just begun. The same 
Devil that fought yesterday is 
alive today. The same Devil that 
put these- Christians into lions’ 
mouths and in flames of fire is 
still alive today. Are we going to 
take it? 

Look at Moses. Moses chose to 
serve God rather than all the 
riches of Egypt. Moses, how did 
you take it? 


“T’ve seen Him who is invis- 
ible.” 


You are not going to take it 
unless every once in awhile you 
get a glimpse of Him who is in- 
visible. 

Aren’t you tired of just going 
to church? Aren’t tired of singing 
the “Doxology” and “How Tedious 
and Tasteless the Hours” and 
“How Dry I Am’? The preacher 
does the best he can; he tries to 
get in touch with Heaven, but 
the line is busy. The operator is 
off for the week-end and you 
can’t get through. Aren’t you tired 
of going to church, then going 
home and feeling you haven't 
heard from Heaven? But when we 
go to church and God comes 
and ‘talks to us and we feel His 
presence, then we go home and 
feel so good! 

There are times when I go to 
church—it’s one of those mornings 
we slept a little later and I had 
to dress all three kids by myself. 
Just about the time we are ready 
to leave, we discover Linda Lou’s 
right shoe is on her left foot and 
her left shoe on her right foot. 
We get in the car and David 
wants a drink—got to go back 
and get him a drink. We go to 
church and Becky feels that she 
doesn’t look just right, and my 
wife’s dress is wrinkled because 
the baby wallowed all over her. 
I get up in the pulpit and try 
to get in touch with Heaven but 
can’t. I go home and realize I 
have failed. g 

Brother, whefi your people come 
to hear you preach, they come to 
hear from Heaven. And if you 
fail to give -them something 
straight off the altar from Heav- 
en, you ought to resign your pul- 
pit and let somebody in there who 
can get a call through to Heaven. 
Now you had as well face this. 


You will kill yourself if you don’t 
see Him who is invisible every 
once in awhile. 

In the last year I have been 
voted out of everything. I got 
voted out of the Dallas County 
Baptist Association on October 19, 
1957. It’s funny now; it was sad 
then. Do you know what October 
10 is in the Bible? The Day of 
Atonement! (Both Joe Boyd and 
I were voted out the same time.) 
The Day of Atonement was the 
day the high priest took two 
goats. Do you recall the offering 
of the scapegoat? On that day the 
high priest took two _ goats. 
He killed one of them and 
left the other out in the wilder- 
ness and said, “Don’t you ever 
come back.” Now tHat happened 
to me. 


Oh, I don’t want to preach if 
I can’t get in touch with Him 
who is invisible. I don’t want fel- 
lowship with God’s people if I 
can’t have God’s fellowship. The 
reason you are at this conference 
is because you want to see Him 
who is invisible. If you go home: 
from this conference after hearing 
these men but have not had fel- 
lowship with and seen Him who 
is invisible, you have cheated 
yourself out of $20, or whatever 
you spent to get here. 


There are three basic things 
about people who see Him who 
is invisible. Moses saw Him in 
the burning bush. Saul saw Him 
on the Damascus Road. Stephen 
saw Him when he was being 
stoned to death. Paul saw Him 
when he was outside the city of 
Lystra. The Hebrew children saw 
Him in the fiery furnace. Jacob 
saw him wrestling at midnight. 
Daniel saw Him in the lions’ den. 
And others saw Him. And if you 
want to see Him, you will have 
to have these three basic things 
these men had. 


Only In Heartbreak, Perhaps, 
ill You See Him Who 
Is Invisible 


Every man in the Bible who 
saw Him who is invisible was a 
man of heartache. He was a man 
of loneliness. He was a man who 
bore reproach. These three things 
accompanied those in the Bible 
who saw Him who is invisible. 


Brethren, the times when I have 
seen Him who is invisible were 
those times when my heart was 
broken. Those were good times. 
It seems the Lord has a wonderful 
way of turning adversity into 
victory. It seems He has a won- 
derful way of turning heartache 
into victory, and times of loneli- 
ness and despair into victory. 
Preacher brethren, isn’t it good 
when you get in the middle of 
the battle and get discouraged 
and down in the dumps, to know 
that God really called you to 
preach? 

I recall several experiences in 
my life when I have seen Him 
who is invisible. There are times 
when I get lonely, discouraged, 
down in the dumps. In _ those 
times it seems God has given me 
a vision of Him who is invisible. 

My first experience took place 
when I was a small boy. I promis- 
ed God on my daddy’s grave that 
everywhere I would tell this ex- 
perience. My daddy was a drunk- 
ard. I was raised in a poor home 
with no conveniences—just a little 
cabin on the edge of town. Be- 
cause she couldn’t afford a dress 
to wear to walk across the plat- 
form, my sister couldn’t get her 
diploma with the rest of her class. 

It came time for me to gradu- 
ate. The morning of the com- 
mencement exercise, I had nothing 
but a pair of blue jeans and a 
tee shirt to wear to my own 
graduation. I looked in the closet 
and said, “O God, give me some- 
thing to wear to commencement 
tonight..I can’t wear blue jeans 
and a tee shirt.” When I went to 
the mailbox at noon there was 
a $50 check from one of my old 
uncles. He wrote, “Spend it for 
your graduation present.” I went 
downtown, bought a suit and 
graduated with as pretty a suit 
as anybody had. 

I was raised poor. My little old 
mother—God bless her—had a 
life full of heartaches. Her daddy 
was mean and beat her; he didn’t 
love her as he ‘ought to. She mar- 
ried a drunkard at seventeen and 
had a little baby girl when she 
was eighteen. This baby was 
born an invalid, never walked or 
talked. When she was seven she 
died. My mother had another lit- 
tle girl and at seven she died. 


/ 


I shall never -forget one night. 
My dad didn’t come home. He 
was out drunk. We had nothing 
to eat, so Mamma came to me 
and said, “Son, let’s go to bed 
early tonight.” I thought, “Well... 
okay.” Then I heard Mamma cry- 
ing. I didn’t know then why, but 
now I realize it was because there 
was nothing to eat, and no wood 
to put in the stove. About four 
o'clock in the morning I heard 
Mother open the door. Daddy 
came stumbling in. The car was 
torn up; he was broke and bloody. 
There wasn’t anything worth liv- 
ing for, it seemed, 

I can recall wishing Daddy 
would go to church. It was Satur- 
day night. I can recall going over 
as a little boy and getting on my 
knees and looking up and saying, 
“Daddy, why don’t you go to 
church tomorrow?” Daddy would 
shove me away and say, “I don’t 
have time for church.” 


Somehow God spoke to my 
heart that day and I went to 
church. That night I saw Him 
who is invisible. I got saved that 
night. : 

So you know God gives us ex- 
periences with Him who is in- 
visible through heartaches and 
tragedy. 

When I became a teen-ager I 
saw my daddy leave home, and 
Mother and I had to rough it the 
best we could. I went to work 
and tried to take care of Mother 
as she had taken care of me. I 
still try to take care of her. 
Even to this day I still pay my 
mother’s rent and take care of 
the food. She is a member of my 
church now, is seventy-odd years 
old, and I get to preach to her 
every Sunday. She thinks I’m bet- 
ter than John Rice! 


I went to work to take care of 
Mother, but it seemed we couldn’t 
make ends meet, couldn’t pay the 
bills. One day I went to church 
so forsaken and so _ forlorn—lI 
just didn’t know what to do.”You 
know what the Lord did? God 
called me to preach that day! I 
saw Him who is invisible. 

So in every deep experience I 
have ever had, I had to cry before 
I laughed. You have to go down 
before you can go up; have to 
get sad before you get happy. 


Loneliness, the Price of Seeing 
Him Who Is Invisible 


Then I went through other ex- 
periences. When my daddy passed 
away I stood on his grave and 
asked God why. From that day 
to this I have not been the same 
man. God gave me a vision of Him 
who is invisible. 

I wasn’t going to say anything 
here about getting voted out- of 
the Association, but I almost have 
to. You’ve heard about the Lone 
Ranger and Tonto. Tonto is the 
Indian companion of the Lone 
Ranger. They went out in the 
desert in Texas. Ten thousand 
Indians came toward them and 
attacked them from the north, 
and so they took off south. Then 
ten thousand Indians came from 
the south, and so they took off 
east. Then ten thousand Indians 
came from the east, so they took 
off west. Then ten thousand 
Indians came from the west. There 
were the Lone Ranger and Tonto, 
his Indian companion, out in the 
middle of forty thousand Indians, 
no way to go. They were coming 
down upon them quickly. The 
Lone Ranger looked at Tonto and 
said, “Tonto, what are we going 
to do? Tonto looked at him and 
said, “Ugh, what do you mean 
‘we,’ white man?” . 

That’s what they said! When 
I was voted out of the Association, 
I had lots of friends [I thought 
they were friends|; so I went to 
them and said, “What are we 
going to do?” They said, “Ugh, 
what do you mean ‘we,’ Jack?” 
There we were. Friends gone, re- 
vivals cancelled. The first day 
after it happened four speaking 
engagements were cancelled. A re- 
vivalist was coming to my church. 
Within two or three weeks he 
had cancelled our revival. It just 
seemed like the whole world had 
fallen in. 

Actually, our people never even 
heard of the Association. They 
didn’t know. there was a Dallas 
Baptist Association. We belonged 
to it, but our folks didn’t know 
it. They thought we had lost our 
charter. They thought we couldn’t 
have services anymore. Lots of 
them said, “What are we going 
to do with the building now that 
we can’t have a church anymore?”

They thought that. Finally it 
dawned upon us what had happen- 
ed, and for awhile we felt lonely. 


I had been to a Southern Bap- 
tist college and seminary and pas- 
tored four Southern ’§ Baptist 
churches, and for awhile it seem- 
ed lonely. People we never dream- 
ed would leave us, left us. Folks 
we never dreamed would break 
their friendship, broke _ their 
friendship. I mean the best_friends 
I had, I thought, turned their 
backs on our church and upon me 
just like that. 

Preacher boys whom God had 
saved and called to preach under 
our ministry, and everything they 
knew had been taught from our 
pulpit, left us just in a moment.

So I was sound asleep and 
dreaming. The telephone rang, and 
oh, the horror of a _ preacher’s 
telephone at two o'clock in the 
morning! I thought, “I wonder who 
is dead now.” I went to the phone 
and picked up the receiver. One 
of my custodians said, “Brother

The water was 
going through and you could swim 
in the bottom floor. Furniture was 
broken. I looked at my associate 
pastor, who went with me—we 
lived four houses from each other 
—and said, “Brother Jim, this is 
it! I can’t take it anymore, I 
just can’t. This is it! Friends are 
gone, members are gone, deacons 
are mad, preacher -boys have 
left,—now the building blown 
down. This is it.” 


That was Friday night. Satur- 
day. morning I went down to the 
churchhouse, and folks came by 
the church. One thigg about our 
church in Gartant wou don’t 
have to know what’s ‘going to 
happen; something is always hap- 
pening. If it’s not a tornado, some- 
body has dropped dead in the

ehurch (it has happened right in 
our church). Folks were driving 
by to look at the building. 


I was crying. I said to the 
associate pastor, “Now, Brother 
Jim, this is it. You better look 
for a place to go because I’m 
quitting. I’m just going to quit!” 

The next morning I got up in 
the pulpit. What did I preach on? 
On Job; what else was there to 
preach on? I told the people about 
Jab, and really, honestly, I was 
sitting in ashes and burning and 
scraping my old sores and feeling 
sorry for myself. I got down to 
where I was trying to show them 
that God gave Job the victory 
and he said, “I know that my re- 
deemer liveth.” Usually I would 
say, “Boy, I KNOW that my Re- 
deemer liveth,” but that morning 
I didn’t know. So I said, “I know 

. that my Redeemer liveth.” 
The people didn’t know either. I 
was going to show them where 
God came down and gave Job 
the victory, gave him children, 
and gave him more than he had 
before, and God blessed him 
bountifully. I got down to that 
place and # said, “Look here...” 
I wasn’t convinced myself. I said, 
“God is going to bless us—I know 
He is.” I didn’t know it, but I 
said it. “I know God is going to 
biess us. Look here,” and I read 
the Scripture ... and you know 
what it said? It said when the 
Lord came down to tell Job that 
victory had come, He came in a 
whirlwind! “Oh,” I said, “Victory 
has come! The Lord came in a 
tornado and told us that victory 
is here, and. defeat is over!” 


Boy, the people shouted for joy, 
the choir rejoiced, and folks were 
saying, “Praise the Lord!” All 
of a sudden, like a bolt out of 
the blue, we had a glimpse again 
of Him who is invisible, and from 
that, day till this we haven’t been 
the same. 


Mere than anything else in the 
werld, we need some hard times! 
We need some times to be broke 
and lonely and forsaken and for- 
getten! We need some enemies, 
some heartaches, some battles! 

In my own crooked, wicked, vile 
life, if I didn’t have heartaches 
and times of despondency and 
loneliness, I wouldn’t seek help 
from Him. But I want you to 
know, when those times come and 
it seems like nobody understands 
and really you can say nobody 
does understand—nobody under- 
stands but Jesus. He is the only 
one who ever had the problems 
that we have, like we're having 
them. 

Dr. Rice, bless his heart, will 
come to the rescue of anybody 
who stands for God anywhere— 
I don’t care who he is. If I had 
my life to live over and could 
be born with any daddy in the 
world, I’d say, “Let me be John 
Rice’s son.” Walt, I congratulate 
you. If I had found one of these 
Rice girls before I married,, I 
helieve I would have begn a biga- 
mist! I really do, I really do, be- 
cause I’d like to be in his family. 
Anyhow I appreciate him and he 
comes to your rescue. But even 
John Rice doesn’t completely un- 
derstand your problems and I 
don’t completely understand his 
problems. Even my little old 
mother nor my wife completely 
understand my problems. There 
are times when nobody under- 
stands, and the only hope you've 
got.is to see Him who is invisible. 

God is so good and so wonder- 
ful, and about the time we get 
down to the bottom of the barrel, 
it seems as if He lifts the shutter 
of Heaven and says, “Say, look at 
Me again.” We get to see Him 
again and we say, “Fill ‘er up. 
We're on our way again,” and off 


Him who is invisible. 

In the second place, it seems 
men who have seen Him who is 
invisible are lonely men, I didn’t 


intend to say this, but I will: 


Him—the God who lives, the God 
who rained fire on Elijah, the 
God who filled the oil in the little 
lady’s pots, the God who changed 
water to wine, the God who fed 
the five thousand, the God who 
raised His Son from the dead. He is 
a God who lives and you can have 
fellowship with Him who is in- 
visible. 

I think how lonely Dr. Rice 
must get. I'll tell you, loneliness 
is the hardest thing I’ve had to 
face since I’ve been preaching. I 
was raised in a Southern Baptist 
church—licensed, - married, bap- 
tized, spanked, everything else in 
a Southern Baptist church! That’s 
all I knew, When I started preach- 
ing my preacher preached pretty 
good and I thought every preach- 
er stood against sin. So I took 
off with a pitchfork in one hand, 
to stick folks in the seat of the 
breeches and wake them up, and 
a Bible in the other, to tell them 
what to do when they woke up. 
I found out right away that every- 
body wasn’t for me. I was brutal- 
ly shocked! The pastor of the 
First Baptist Church where I was 
pastoring then didn’t feel led to 
co-operate with me. Talk about 
co-operating with modernists—he 
wouldn’t co-operate with me at 
all! It just seemed nobody under- 
stood. 

It seems the lonelier the road 
has gotten, the sweeter it has 
been. I couldn’t say that before 
I read about the whirlwind, but 
the lonelier the road has gotten, 
the sweeter it’s been. It seems 
when you get to the place where 
you say, “Who can I turn to?”

Bearing Christ’s Reproach 
Must Come With Seeing 
Him Who Is Invisible 


The third thing notice very 
quickly. The main thing I want 
to- say is to see Him who is in- 
visible, you have to bear reproach. 
This modern-day popular Chris- 
tianity is not the kind the Bible 
talks about—this Jane Russell 
type, this Roy Rogers type—teach 
them how to kill on Saturday and 
tell them what the Lord means 
to you on Sunday, I don’t care 
how good the testimony is. 

In Dallas they had Pat Boone 
down (can you feature it?) for a 
religious rally, packed the city 
auditorium with 10,000 people. 
Pat Boone got up there and told 
them what Jesus meant to him. 
Isn’t that something? That may 
sound good, and Grandma, Agnes, 
and Oswald, you can sit out there 
and cry and say, “It sure is good 
to see a young man that is popu- 
lar be so religious.” I tell you 
what, that isn’t the kind the 
Bible has anything to say about. 

Show me anybody in the Bible 
worth his weight in salt who 
wasn’t hated by the crowd. There 


(John 13:16). They hated Jesus 
and nailed Him to Calvary; they 
spat upon Him and plucked out 
His beard, Are you better than 
He is? 

I tell my people that I want it 
to be so in my town that when 
folks drive by my church they 
get rebuked by looking at the 
building. One lady told me, “We 
have to drive by your church to 
go to work every morning, but we 
drive around the block to miss it.” 
I ask, “Why?” Her reply, “We 
don’t even want to be reminded 
of you.” 

When I walk down the street 
in my town and people look at 
me, I-want thet to think about 
the sin they are committing or 
have committed. I want their sin 
rebuked by my very presence. I 
often say, “When you come to 
Garland and mention Jack Hyles, 
you duck or pucker—one or the 
other!” You'll get hit in the 
mouth or kissed, Ill guarantee 
you for sure, 

We've got the idea nowadays 
that a preacher is like a lawyer. 
The most respected folks in town 
—the doctor, the lawyer, and the 
preacher. That’s the Devil’s lie. 
There was a day when preachers 
ran for their lives, yet we say 
we're premillennialists and we say 
the world is getting worse. If the 
world is getting 
aren’t we running for our lives? 
It seems to me that our churches 
ought to fight sin and stand 


-|against modernism and sin and 


‘ighteousness until folks willl] y 
: we are screwballs, fanatics, 


worse, why 


cranks, and fools for Christ. Yet 
those of us who are fundamenta- 
lists nowadays have gotten so soft. 
Talk about “yesterday’s funda- 
mentalists” and “second genera- 
tion fundamentalists.” The last 
generation of fundamentalists 
started churches in garages and 
tents and brush arbors and fought 
the city council and fought -the 
school board. They fought for all 
they got. They were hated and 
misunderstood and laughed at. 
Now we have doctors’ degrees and 
we are Rev. Hyles and Dr. Rice 
Dr. Malone. 


We've got Doctor of Divinity 
and Doctor This and Rev. This 
and Brother This! Our preachers 
have gotten so respectable we can 
walk down the streets in our city 
and folks look at us and say, 
“There goes a good man,” The 
bootleggers in my town ought not 
to like me. The modernists ought 
not to like me! Some of you 
preachers say, “I appreciate Dr. 
Rice. He’s gotten his name ruined 
in many places because of his 
stand.” Pray tell me, why don't 
you go to your own little town of 
500 or 1,000 and take the same 
stand—have the same reputation 
locally he has nationally? The 
Bible says, “Woe be unto you 
when all men speak well of you” 
(Luke 6:26), and “If I pleased 
men I should not be the servant 
of God” (Gal. 1:10). We're afraid 
somebody will think we're dif- 
ferent or won’t like us and we 
won't be respected in our town. 

You sey, “Brother Hyles, I 
don’t believe ‘in sticking your 
tongue out at everybody.” I don’t 
either—just at some. I'll tell you 
one thing: we dead sure need more 
fighting going in our churches. 
A man yesterday said, “How do 
you get folks to come to your 
church?” I said, “I just stay in 
a scrap all the time. Anybody 
will come to watch a good fight.” 

A man said not long ago, “Jack, 
how do you get a crowd to come 
to hear you?” I said, “Just get 
against a bunch of stuff and 
preach against it. That’s the way 
to do it.” Like I said last year, 
if you can’t be against anything 
else, preach again Hershey bars! 
I mean just get a series of ser- 
mons on Hershey bars and get up 
there and act like you mean it. 
Don’t get up there and say, “The 
trouble with our country is too 
many Hershey bars.” Boy, get up 
there and say, “BROTHER, THE 
THING THAT IS WRONG WITH 
QUR COUNTRY IS THAT OUR 
TEETH ARE ROTTING OUT BE- 
CAUSE OF THE SUGAR IN 
HERSHEY BARS, AND WE 
NEED MORE FOLKS WHO 
WILL FIGHT HERSEY BARS!” 
I'll guarantee you one thing— 
your house will be filled! You 
preach to empty pews and empty 
houses because you don’t stand 
for anything or against anything. 
You are like the old Negro who 
said, “I jes’ throws myself in 
neutral and whichever way you 
pushes I goes.” That is not what 
God called us to do. 

When I think about men of God, 
prophets of God of yesterday, and 
I think about Jeremiah who sat 
in the dust and cried, “Is it noth- 
ing to you, all ye that pass by? 
behold, and see if there be any 
sorrow like my sorrow...” (Lam. 
1:12); when I think about Isaiah 
and how folks stopped their ears 
and wouldn’t hear him; when I 
think about the head of old John 
the Baptist lying on the platter 
of the king; when I think about 
old Paul lying outside Lystra, I 
want tc say, “OQ God, I’m sorry 
I’m such a sissy. I’m sorry! The 
same world is alive, the same 
Devil is alive todey, and I’m 
sorry I don’t suffer more.” 

Brother, if you ever want the 
eurtain pulled back so you can 
see Him who is invisible, come 
to the place in your life where 
you bear His reproach.

I knew he ought 
to have taken my proposition and 
gone to the top. I knew he should 
have.” I reach down and [I try 
to pick his body up and call the 
undertaker. I say, “Paul, Paul,” 
but there’s no answer. Pretty soon 
I see an eyelid flutter. I say, 
“Now wait a minute, be still.” 

But Paul looks up and he says, 
“Boy, this is great.” 

,\ “Now wait a minute, Paul. Just 
be calm. We'll get the doctor in 
a minute. We’ll make you live.” 

“But I don’t want to live. Let 
me die.” 

“Wait a minute, Paul. You're 
crazy. I knew you were crazy 
when you gave up your job with 
the Baptist headquarters as the 
executive secretary’s office boy. 
I knew when you did that you 
were dead sure crazy. But listen, 
Paul, you just sit. there.” 

_ Paul says, “Don't worry about 


me.” Paul gets up, brushes the 
blood and the dust and all the 
grit and grime off, and Says, 
“Listen, you know what I saw? 
You wouldn’t believe it if I told 
you. But I saw... aw, I can't 
tell you. It isn’t lawful for me to 
tell you and if I told you, you 
would call me a liar. But. Pll 
tell you one thing—I’ve seen Him 
who is invisible!” 


I walk down the street a little 
while longer. I come to three 
young men inside a furnace. I 
say, “Young man, what’s your 
name?”’

I say, “I’ve seen you fellows be- 
fore. You were training to be 
leaders in the kingdom during the 
captivity period, weren’t you?”

“And here you are. What are 
you doing in the fiery furnace?” 

Shadrach says, “Shoot, boy, who 
turned the air-conditioning on?”

I go on down the street and see 
a young man praying at a window. 
I ask, “Young man, what are you 
doing?”

“What’s your name?” 

“Daniel.” 

“Well, Daniel, you know it’s not 
right to pray, don’t you?” 

“Vas,” 

“Don’t you realize that you’re 
next in command? You'll go to 
the top of the kingdom. If you will 
just quit praying in front of that 
window you can get to the -top 
of the kingdom and witness to 
everybody in Congress and win 
the whole Congress to the Lord.

I’m no 
theologian but I can read in the 
Bible and I get some thoughts 
once in awhile. If Moses had not 
thrown that whole rod on the 

ground, Moses would have had 
half of that snake in his hand. 
I don’t know theology, but that’s 
true, and I believe he would have 
had the biting half! Boy, the 
most dangerous thing you'll ever 
do is to give God half your life. 
Give Him all of it!

“EVANGELIST DEL FEHSEN- 
FELD, 6427 Wyandotte, Kansas 
City, Missouri, writes that in the 
last three months he has held four 
revivals in North Carolina; one in 
Kansas, two in South Carolina, 
and one in Indiana. During the 
meetings there were 112 who 
found Christ as Saviour, 58 who 
found assurance of salvation, 362 
families that pledged to maintain 
family altars and obey the Bible 
to build a Christian home, and 268 
youths who surrendered fully to 
Christ to obey and follow Him. 
Rev. Ray B. Noland, pastor of the 
Grace Baptist Church of Wilming- 
ton, North Carolina, reports that 
Brother Fehsenfeld’s meeting in 
his church conducted November 
18-29, was the most fruitful meet- 
ing in the history of their young 
church. He comments, “Statistics 
cannot give a true picture for 
Brother Del’s ministry covered so 
many different areas.
